Ernie grew up in Plymouth 
and is a graduate of Plymouth High 
School. He seryed in the U.S. Navy 
from 1929 to 1934. Ernie was first 
licessed in 1937 as W1KUd.(a call 
that he still holds) and when he 
moved to New Jersey he was assign- 
ed the call WA2TDI. 

Ernie joined the Naval Com- 
munications Reserves after getting 
his license and was recalled to 

ctive duty in 1941 where he ser- 
ed as a Radioman until his dis- 
charge in 1945..While serving bn 
Japan Ernie was president of the 
Itazuke Air’Base Amateur Radio 
Club, and operated as KA7EG. Ernie 
is now empleyed by the Navy as a 
Radio Inspector.
